Souvenirs of air raids over 
England were received Tuesday 
by Mr. and Mrs. Harry Pearson. 

They were sent by their son 
Tom, who is with the 1st Divi- 
sion in England, aud consisted of 
a piece of silk from a German 
parachute, piece of a rubber col- 
lapsible boat and some charred 
rope. They were taken from a 
Messerschmitt 109 which Tom 
had seen brought down, 

He says in his letter that from 
Croydon he saw an air battle 
over London and that while in a 
restaurant the exploding bombs 
were close enough to rattle the 
dishes on the table. 

He also says that the morale 
of the people is good and that the 
shell holes made by the bombs 
were very quickly filled up.

Agriculture's debt to science is al-

tion, allowing a harmful type of bac- 
teria to decompose the protein, pro- 
cuc.ng a disagreeable odor and 
Strong tendency to rot. 

So then it was found that by chop- 
ping up the fodder crops, wet or dry, 
Spraying them with molasses and 
Storing them in a silo, they would 
keep perfectly. The molasses, we 
are told, increases the carbohydrate 
eontent, and, through fermentation 
in the silo, produces lactic and acetic 
acids, which preserve the silage with- 
out reducing the food value to an 
appreciable extent,
